NEW LOUISVILLE JOCKEY CLUB CONTINUES ITS USUAL LIBERAL 
POLICY TOWARDS HORSEMEN 



El Paso, Tex.. March lit. — With the Jockey Club 
Juarez meeting of P.I12-E1 a matter of recent his- 
tory, attention is already Iteing directed to the 
prospects for an equally successful racing season 
here next winter. It is eoneeded on ail sides that 
the meeting which came to a close here last Sunday 
left little t<> l)e desired in the way of results. The 
racing was ch an and excellently conducted through- 
out the long stretch of HKi days that the meeting 
ran. the tiuancial results were satisfactory to the 
management, t lit* money hung uti for the horsenu u 
was exceptionally well distributed, the betting ring 
had a healthy aspect from start to finish and the 
big crowd of racing enthusiasts who spent the win- 
ter here found little to complain of on any scon. 
That the majority of the visitors who enjoyed the 
racing here this season will return next fall, to- 
gether with many others who have l«‘eu satisfied by 
the developments of the past season that Juarez 
racing has attained a permanency of which tier 
foruierl.v were skeptical. It has been announced that 
the meeting of next winter will liegin on Thanks- 
giving Day. which will fall on Thursday. Xuveui- 
ber -7, and that it will run for one hundred or mo v 
days, as usual. During tin* coining summer ex- 
pulsive improvements, designed to enhance the com- 
fort of patrons of tin’ sport, will be undertaken in 
time so that everything will be in tip-top condition 
for tin' re-opening of the course. The enlargement 
of the betting enclosure, which proved utterly inade- 
uuate to the demands made upon it by the increas'd 
patronage of this season, is one of tin* things for 
which plans have been made. It also is planned to 
add to tin' stable accommodations in such a way 
that stalls will be available for the housing of I.2IM 
horses. During the past season it was found tns-'S- 
sary to provide for over MM) horses and the manage- 
ment anticipates that the number that will have 
to lx- cured for next season will he appreciably 
greater. 

r. It. Weir intends to ship his hand of winning 
1 wo-yenr-ohls. as well as his older burses. to Lex- 
ington upon the arrival of the stable in Kentucky. 
Mr. Weir would not have cared if racing at Juarez 
bad extended into April, as bis racers are in first- 
class shape and lie says he would not waut to be iu 
Kentucky any spring for more than two weeks 1 k*- 
fore racing begins there if he could stay on and 
race over a track like Juarez and under climatic con 
ditlons which have prevailed here during most of 
the spring. Mr. Weir, front now on, will be a 
staunch patron of the Juarez course. Next season 
lie will return here with a bigger ami better string 
t Inni he raced here this season aud if the unbeaten 
Old Rosebud turns out a BI14 Kentucky Dot b.v 
pp 'liability the crack colt will winter here and do 
some lacing dining next season’s meeting at Juarez. 

A. H. Spreckcls, of California. has shipped seven 
of his horses to Churchill Downs in charge of 
trainer C. W. Carroll to race on t hi* Kentucky 
1 racks thi- spring aud summer. They are all two- 
year-olds with the exception of the three-year-old. 
Amity, u recent winner at Juarez. The Spreckcls 
racers were not shipped from Juarez on the Louis- 
ville special. They weut in a car with the stable 
of Earl Kinnell and T Carroll’s Kentucky Derby 
candidate. Wcyanokc. The Kinnell shipment com- 
prised Ymir. Osaple. Kitty W.. Maddalleua and 
others. The Sprockets trainers thinks well of sev- 
eral of the two-year-olds he is shipping to Kentucky 
and does not believe that they have yet shown their 
best form. They arc all of the type that are a 
little late in maturing. 

Crank Keegan, superintendent of the Juarez and 
Churchill Downs tracks, remained here fora few days 
after the meeting was over in order to l“ave the big 
pinut at Juarez m the bc<t possible i-ondition for tie 
long period • if summer idleness. The Improvements 
contemplated for tlie enclosure for the 1’.*t.‘!-iyi4 vea 
sou will be undertaken early next fall. Keegan 
kept the Juarez track in excellent condition all 
season ami few lmrses with anything like sound 
legs have gone wrong. lie will go from here direct 
to the Churchill Downs course and at once begin 
tjio work of getting the big Louisville plant in 
perfect condition for the spring meeting opening on 
May 10. Elk • everybody else, he thinks Ibis sea 
soil’s Kentucky Derby will lie the "re* test ever 
run and to- intends to have tin 1 track in condition 
for the making of a new Derby record. Keegan 
is one of the hardest of workers ami has the repu- 
tation of completing everything ho undertakes. Ii< 
is also one of the most |K>puiar of track official; 
among the horsemen. 

idle Tub*. James Griffin's Kentucky Oaks camli 
date, lias been declared out of that event and "ill 
not la* able to race again liefore the coming fall, 
in tile opinion of her trainer. In her last race her** 
tlr* filly was jumped on and her left ankle was 
badly injured.

Louisville. Ky.. March 25). -Before leaving for 
New York, from which city, accompanied by Judge 
Charles F. Price, he will sail next Monday for a 
three-w ceks investigation iu England. France, Ber- 
lin and Belgium, of racing conditions aud tin* opera- 
tion of the pa ri -mil t mi system of wagering. Col. M. 
J. Winn, geueral manager of the New Louisville 
Jockey Club, sent to the nominators for the stakes 
to Is* run this spring at Churchill Downs a letter 
setting forth the club's attitude with reference to a 
recent ruling of the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion. The communication is self-explanatory aud 
follows: 

“l-ouisville. Ky.. March 27. l‘.»i:5. 

"Dear Sir On Ki*bruary 1. the N>*w Louisville 
Jockey Club opened ten stakes, as customary, to be 
run for at its siring imvtiiig. ami closed them on 
March 1. These stakes were originally created in 
former years for tin* purpose of covering a period of 
lacing extended over twenty-five days. 

"When the spring meeting was 'educed to thirteen 
days, the management. " istiing to perpetuate these 
events, and believing that ten stakes were better 
than five, and also that it would Is - to the best 
interests not only <>f the horsemen, but of the club 
and the turf in general, divided to retain all of 
them, aud apportioned SI t.OOo of added money, 
which was considered not only equitable. lull liberal. 

‘•Churchill Downs ha-' at all times accorded the 
horseui'ii libera! aud fair treatment, and in past 
years lias iwreas'sl it- purses and stakes beyond 
the requirement of rules. It lias alwavs believed iu 
sharing ii- prosperity with those who helped to 
make it; and in tin* years to come there shall he 
no deviation from this course. 

••s'iiuv tin* closing of our spring stakes, tin* Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission lias passed a rub* 
that no stake I with the exception of selling) snail 
lie given to which is added a sum >< less than 
$2.00(1. The New 1 nuisvilic .leckey Club Was als > 
requested by the cemiuission t" either increase the 
added moneys io meet such requirements, or to de- 
clare the stakes off. 

‘‘The former course, iu the opinion "f the chili, 
would be impracticable, aud the tatter om* an in- 
justice to tin* horsemen, who. being satisfied with 
tin* amounts added, hail entered in good faith. The 
club lias decided, therefore, to retain six of the 



slakes, which shall conform t" the rule of fin* com 
sion. and to substitute purses of $ 1 , 11(10 each for 
the four which arc herewith discontinued, or de- 
clared off. namely, tin* Churchill Downs Handicap. 
Louisville Handicap. Bash ford Manor Stakes and 
Debutante Stak<*s. 

•‘That the horsemen, however, who entered these 
four events shall in no wise suffer by sm-li course, 
the conditions of these purses referred to, and tin* 
amounts added thereto, shall In* tin* same in every 
detail as those of the stakes discontinued. 

"Tiie other purses also shall not Iv limited to the 
SilnO requirement, but shall lie increased Ivyond 
former years. On Derby day a total of $K..',iki in 
added money shall be given, including $5,imm> for the 
Kentucky Derby, one $mni purse, one $700 purse 
and three $(>00 purses. On each of the other days, 
in addition to tin* stakes, there shall Ik* one or more 
purses ranging from $700 t" $l.ooo each. 

"The duh wishes to thank you for your entries to 
onr stakes, and to return to you herewith our check 
covering your subscript lists to the four which have 
been discontinued. 

"Trusting that this course, which we believe to Ik* 
not only unselfish but considerate, will meet with 
your approval.

Colonel Wiun said: "The New Louisville .Turkey 

Club has invariably- pursued a progressive and liberal 
policy. The club lias always increased purses with- 
out iM'iiig requested to do so. East season we gave 
$.'!.!m:*» a day for fifteen days, which was an increase 
of $I.iHki a day over the preceding year. The final 
two weeks last year purse values were $ltO0 and in 
15)11 we increased purses twice during the year. A 
few years ago fail purses were $.'!<)o. Now we 
shall give on an average of $1.(100 each of the tliir- 
days of the nuvting which begins on May H>.

Best of Eastern Stables Gathering at Jamestown 
Jockey Club's Course. 



Norfolk. Va.. March 2S. — The big stables of the 
vast are hcgiuuing to report at Norfolk with tlici r 
fittest horses, to take part ill the spring meeting of 
the Jamestown Jockey Club. The meeting will h>* 
gin next Tuesday. April J, and continue through le 
the V7tli. fifteen racing days iu all. and it bids fair 
to be the Iwst iu the history of the sport here- 
abouts. 

As is the custom at Norfolk, the opening day will 
In* ladies’ day. The management will Ik* disa.i 
pointed if the lair sex fail to turn out in big force. 
A handsome pictorial souvenir "ill be distributed 
among them instead of the* old-fashioned silk pr> 
gram. 

The biggest delegation from Benuing so far is the 
stable of William Garth. It numbered seventeen 
horses all told, and Lewis Gartli is iu charge. The 
stable consists of horses of all ages amt grades, and 
Mr. Garth expects to start in winning right away 
because hi* and his father have been busy at the old 
Washington Jockey Club course for upward of a 
month. 

Tin* interest in the juvenile end of tin* Garth esi ih- 
iishmeut is keen. No man in the country is han- 
dling as many smart youngsters this season as th* 
big horseman of Albemarle, lie and Ital Carr, a 
prominent young business and society man of Balti- 
more. having purchased last fall the entire yearling 
output of the famous Ellerslii* Stud lu Albomaih 
County, which lias Ivcn practically dispersed since 
the death of its founder. Capt. R. J. Hancock. 

After Harry Bayne Whitney, owner of tin* ItrooK 
dale Stud in New Jersey. Colonel Carr is t In* liiggcsi 
nominator in the Juvenile, the Jamestown -Joi-kcv 
Club's $1 .mm special for baby racers, which will Ik* 
decided a week from Saturday. 

Colonel Carr's entries are five iu imuilicr: Tlie 

Idol, a bay gelding by Glorifier lanini: The Urchin, 
a chestnut gelding by Fatherless- Eliza Itilsseil: 
Robert Oliver, a chestnut gelding by l-'at lierle-- 
Dumont inc; Wanita. a chestnut gelding bv Father 
less — Watita. and Mater, a hay filly by Fatherly- 
—Wat it a. 

Tin* Urchin is a well-setup colt of the family of 
Morcllo, the best horse Virginia ever sent to the 
races, and the others belong to winning stock, iu 
addition to these youngsters. Lewis Garth lias a 
laird Esterling filly in the race, called Lady Ester 
ling, that is a half-sister to that good yjee mare of 
a few seasons ago. Lady Esther. 

Garth said that his youngsters are ready and that 
to* would have one or two starters iu tin* Juvenile. 
Thi* Garths always spring a good two-year old or o 
down here. Riugliug and Captain Elliott, which 
afterwards won at many other tracks, made their 
debut at Norfolk in April. 15)12. Captain Elliott, a 
trimly made sou "f Hermis and Estimate, is coming 
hack in the stable of Samuel Ross of Washington, 
and lie is regarded as sure to win over a consider 
able distance of ground. 

Willie Allen, the most successful steeplechase 
jockey in tin* country for a couple of seasons, came 
on with Uwis Garth to ride the jumpers of Un- 
stable. of which there are many. Allen is in fine 
form, lie has l»«***ii galloping and schooling 'chasers 
ever since tin* Garth horses went up from Charlottes- 
ville. where they wintered, to Bcnning. 

Lewis Gartli predicts that the Benuing horses will 
hold their own all along tin* line. The Benuing 
colony, the young trainer avers, have done as much 
as ’lie horses down tier**. He speaks »*specially well 
of the Bcliuont youngsters. 

Two arrivals from Charleston were John McPher- 
son and E. L. Carroll. McPherson brought Blue 
Molise, a mare developed by Willie Martin, and the 
winner at Charleston of her last two races, and 
Agnes May. a sprinter. The best of the CalToll es- 
tablishment i- tlie little Bauii's-kliuru filly, tjneen 
Bee. the winner of several straight races last spring. 
Queen Bee "as not as lucky at Charleston during 
the meeting which "ill finish on Saturday as she 
was a year hack, but sip- js iu tiptop condition. Joe 
Cooper the ma u who hud Oueeu It's* last spring, is 
coming' here with the sprinters Jessup Burn and 
Mon Ami. 

l)r. Ashe, who value in earlier in the week with 
old Hoffman, says that that sou of Isidor and Arrow 
grass is at his l«*st and will surely start in the 
Norfolk Selling Stakes next Tuesday. Jim Arthur, 
an old-time horseman, is training Hoffman this 
spring, also Gold Cap and Colors f 1 *r Edward Mc- 
Bride. McBride says that J. Wilson will do his 
riding this year, lb- came up with Arthur. 

Sec r ' I ary .losrpl, Mel-cunail. who has begun his 
task of readying tilings for tin* opening, lias nltcr<*d 
the conditions of tin- last race for t Iu* opening day 
to the extent of reducing tin- distance from one 
mile and a sixteenth to one utile, to the end that 
the hurscs here may have a better chance with the 



more seasoned campaigners from the south and south 
west. 

Charlie Grand, the regular rider of tin* stalde of 
IL 1 1 . Bedwell. which will come in from Charles- 
ton on Monday, has already begun his task of re- 
ducing. Grand weighs iu tin* iicighlinrhood of los 
pounds now. Imt hi* will ride Spohu at ltKi next 
Tuesday in Norfolk Selling Stakes. 

There will Ik* many arrivals of horses and owners 
from Charleston during the next day or two.

Raters Removed From Kentucky Track Stalls tu 
Safer Quarters — Churchill Downs Escapes. 



Louisville. Ky.. March 2!). — Tlie Douglas Pat* 
stables, containing lot) thoroughbreds, are flooded. 
It became necessary to take the horses out of the 
stalls, as the water is two feet <b-e|i ju them. A 
part of the big stable is dry. Iu this building th* 
racers are being cared for. 

Tin* horses owned by William Gerst. til Nashville; 
J B. Kcspess. Welier & Ward, and J. \Y. Schorr, 
of. Memphis, are now at Douglas Park. Iu tic* 
Schorr string is la-ochares. a Kentucky Derby eligi- 
ble. Otic, stars in tlie Sehorr string are Frogiegs 
and Star Charter. 

Churchill Downs lias escaped tin* HikkI so far 
through the foresight of the management in pro 
vidiug the plant last fall with a sewer at a cost of 
$10,000. The deluge, however, has washed holes in 
the track at several places, but this damage can i>" 
quickly remedied. 

Two hundred and fifty horses are at the Downs 
undergoing training for the thirteen days' meeting 
which will iM'gin there on May 10. the date upon 
which the thirty -ninth Kentucky Derby will be de- 
cided. Before the first of next week alniut 2oO 
horses raced during the winter meeting at Juarez 
will have arrived in I sniisv ille to await the opening 
of tin* spring campaign.

COMMISSION FOR ONTARIO 



BILL INTRODUCED IN LEGISLATURE TO PRO- 
VIDE FOR GOVERNMENT OF RACING. 



Follows Kentucky Plan in a General Way, but May 
Not Become Law. Government Having Given 
No Indication of Its Attitude on Measure, 



Toronto. Out., March 25). A bill to establish a 
racing commission for Ontario lias been introduced 
ill the Legislature by A. Pratt, member for 
South Norfolk, lull a resident of Toronto. Tin* 

bill seeks to place tin* control of running meetings 
in tlie bauds of- a commission of five persons, who 
would make tin* regulations and conditions aud issue 
i lie necessary licenses. Three of them must he 
breeders of thoroughbred stock and no two of them 
members of the same racing association. The 

measure is a private oim*. on which tin* government 
lias given no indication of its fooling, though Mr. 
Pratt is a government supporter. The bill has not 
attracted any general attention and may never reach 
the third reading stage. 

Mr. Pratt, tin* fa tier of tin* bill, is keenly inter 
rated and well pisted in racing. The up|K>intnieut 
of tin* commission is placed in tin* hands of tin* 
I.iriitona n t -Governor in ('ouiieil. and tin* term of 
office is four years. The commission will appoint 
its own secretary at a salary of not more than 
$1.20(1 a year, which amount will Ik* assessed on the 
racing associations. 

Tin* powers of the commission are “to presents) 
the rules, regulations and conditions under which 
running races shall N* conducted in this province, 
and no sue'i races shall be conducted except by a 
corporation or association duly licensed by said 
commission.” 

It is specifically provided that tin* bill does not 
apply to trotting, nor to races conducted 1>y a fab' 
association holding not more than one meeting nuiiu 
ally, and for a period not exceeding six days for 
such meeting. 

Gossip about the House is to the effect tlial if 
the commission ever becomes a reality, it will not 
issue licenses to tracks where IxKikumking is carried 
on. Imt will follow Kentucky’s example and permit 
only the pari-inutm-ls, though IkiIIi systems are legal 
here. It could not prohibit lictting. as that is a 
matter for Dominion legislation, while this is a 
provincial measure. 

HAS HIGH OPINION OF HAWTHORN. 



P. T. Chinn Characterizes Son of Hastings and While 
Thorn as Best Racer He Has Seen in Years. 



Louisville, K.v., March 251. — "Hawthorn, favorite 
for the thirty-ninth Kentucky Derby, to lie decided 
at (‘hnrchiil Downs on May 10, is the most phenom- 
enal race horse I have seen iu years. He is. in my 
opinion, tin* most promising Derby candidate since 
Hie days of Ben Eder. Prince Lief and Ben Brush, 
previous winners of tin- Kentucky Derby. Haw thorn 
carries ttesli wit lion t noticing it. lie is tremendously 
big. being tin* largest thoroughbred racer in years, 
aud weighs close to 1 . 1 < H > pounds, lie is unlike any 
Derby eligible I have ever seen. This great son of 
Hastings would simply lose a horse like Worth, 
which "'on tin* 1012 Kentucky Derby.” 

This estimate of Charles F. Bnscbemcyer's geld 
ing, now in training at flu* Downs, is from Phil 
T. Chinn, one of the most capable turfmen in 
America, a man who has made a study of tin* thor- 
oughbred since childhood and who is a son of Col. 
Jack Chinn, who in his day shut many a Derby win- 
ner to the post. 

Continuing his comment upon Hawthorn, some of 
the other candidates and the big race itself, he 
said : 

“Upon my arrival from New York, I journeyed out 
to Churchill Downs to see Hawthorn. While abroad 
several horsemen had asked me about tin* horse 
and naturally I was anxious to see bow lie had de- 
veloped as a three-year old. I have told you that 
Hawthorn is phenomenal and by this is meant that 
I do not believe there is a racier looking tliorough- 
hred on either side of the Atlantic than t Ills cham- 
pion youngster of last season No other Derby 
candidate can duplicate tiis forward condition. Think 
of a mile in l:4o% and five-eighths in 1 :(•:;. This lie 
accomplished with ease and at the end of a mile 
Hawthorn was fighting for his head and just begin 
uing to run. 

‘'Hawthorn is the legitimate top choice for tlm 
Derby. If lie is defeated in that race I shall be 
amazed. However, tins praise of Hawthorn must 
not create the impression that other horses in th*> 
Derby are lacking in class. It is a story as old as 
racing itself that frequently the unexpected occurs 
and tlie favorite succumbs for one reason or an- 
other. 

‘‘Ranking close to Hawthorn is Helios, a truly 
great son of Star Shoot and doubtless the best of 
that Hire's get. lie shows splendid growth and de- 
velopment. Under the masterful handling of J. 
Oliver Keene lie will conic i„ (lie races lit fur any 
call. Helios is owned by that influential and 
wealthy turfman. Johnson N. Camden.

Recently Scully won a esse ho had against a local 
lawyer, who iu* claimed was a partner in some of 
his operations. The judgment was attached in the 
hope of getting the old posts that way. but as it 
lias iiol 1 n*oii paid. Hie judge held yesterday that 
I here was no money to garnishee. 

Scully's alleged partner lias appealed liis ease 
and may never have to pay anything, so that the 
collection of the costs Scully owes iu the other case 
is still a long way off.
